He can po int to co mplete 
failure hi the financial, the eco no mic and the 
po litical wo rld. He can reaso nably ask tho se 
who hare been in co ntro l o f these v ario us de­ 
partments o f human activ ity , “ Giv e an acco unt 
o f y o ur stewardship, and what hav e y o u to say 
fo r y o o f*elf? " 
Abo v e this discussio n we hear the v o ice o f 
the y o ung president o f Chicago Univ ersity , 
Ro bert M. Hutchins, and it might he well to 
hear what he has to say . "Making the assertio n 
that the trav esty o f the InsuH failure might 
hav e been av erted if attentio n had been paid to 
the repeated warnings issued fro m the Univ ersity 
o f Chicago , that the fatal step inv o lv ed in the 
p« ssage o f the Hawley -Smo o t tariff bill wo uld 
no t hav e been taken if Mr. Ho o v er had heeded 
the co unsel o f practically all the pro fesso rs o f 
eco no mics in the co lleges and univ ersities o f 
this co untry , instead o f a small gro up o f busi­ 
ness men who hav e been reaping the benefits o f 
high pro tectio n, he co nsidered himself co mpe­ 
tent to pass o n the criticism which is being 
made in so me quarters upo n President Ro o se­ 
v elt fo r taking adv ice fro m pro fesso rs. 
President Hutchins maintains that the pro ­ 
fesso r has a great co ntributio n to make which 
neither po liticians no r business men hav e y et 
made: and that co ntributio n is the “ applicatio n 
o f clear, disinterested, ho nest, trained intelli­ 
gence to the great pro blems that co nfro nt us.” 
Such a co nstructio n, say s E>r. Hutchins, “ many 
o f tho se who hav e ruled o v er us the past ten 
y ears" hav e no t giv en its. He wo uld no t say 
that the pro fesso r hat beco me a practical man. 
But. he say s, “ the practical man has demo n­ 
strated in recent y ears that he has practised all 
the erro rs o f his fo refathers.” The pro fesso r's 
so le desire is to be right, “ because he has no 
ax es to grind and because he can pursue the 
truth fo r its o wn sake.” 
Me believ e that President Hutchins has hit 
the nail o n the head. 
It is a well-kno wn fact, 
which we po inted o ut recently in these co lumns, 
that the ex pert finds a place in ev en’ depart­ 
ment o f go v ernment and business. Po licies are 
determined by practical men bo th in go v ern­ 
ment and in business, but the pro fesso r has 
the facts o f ex perience. 
Dr. Salv amini, the 
no ted Italian po litical scientist, said recently 
at a priv ate luncheo n that there has been no 
change in the co nduct o f the Italian go v ern­ 
ment whatev er under Musso lini. Outside o f cer­ 
tain po litical set-ups, the Italian go v ernment 
is go ing o n just as k did befo re the dictato r 
ship. 
Ev en a Musso lini 
wo uld no t dare to 
tamper with the details o f Italian go v ernmental 
and eco no mic life. 
These are still co ntro lled 
by the bureaucrats,—the ex perts,—who are the 
permanent o fficials o f the go v ernment. 
We are willing to giv e the pro fesso rs their 
chance, especially a« all their reco mmendatio ns 
co me under the scrutiny o f men o f affairs be­ 
fo re they are whipped into final shape.

If it assum­ 
ed that attitude in the beginning, it might pre­ 
v ent difficulty . 
The quick mind o f Theo do re Ro o sev elt at 
times aided in such directio n, and so did that 
o f Gro v er Clev eland. We wo nder what Hearst 
will say , and Hiram Jo hnso n. 
There nev er 
has been a stranger spectacle than intelligent 
men failing to see a perfectly clear situatio n. 
This sho uld satisfy France. 
May be it is no t 
as specific as she wo uld like it, but it cer­ 
tainly has go ne a lo ng way and it applies the

many as to France.
